CH AP. XVII. 


HEREAS divers Doubts have a- 

rilen, on the Articles made at the 

Treaty fo2 the late Surrender of the 

City of Limerick, the Third Day of October, 

One thouſand Six hundꝛed Ninety one, and con⸗ 

cerning the true intent and meaning of ſeveral 
Parts thereof. 

And whercas Your Majeſty hath bern Gzati⸗ 
ouſly pleaſed to Recommend to Your Parliament, 
that the ſaid Articles, oꝛ ſo much of them as 
may conliſt with the Safety and Welfare of 
Pour Majeſty's Subjects of this Kingdom, may 
be Confirmed by Authozity of this pꝛeſent 
Parliament. 

We the Lo2ds Spiritual and Tempozal, and 
the Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament Al⸗ 
ſembled, having due regard to Pour Majeſty s 
Honour, foz Declaring the true Senſe and 
Meaning of the ſaid Articles, and taking away 
all occaſions of Doubt koz the time to come, 
do moſt humbly beſ#ch Pour Majeſty, that it 
may be Enacted. | 

And be it Enacted by the Kings Moſt Ex- 
cellent Majeſty, by, and with the Advice and 

| Conſens 
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Conſent of the Lo2ds Spiritual and Tempoꝛal 
and Commons in this pzeſent Parliament A\- 
ſembled, and by 2 of the ſame ; that 


the Second Article in the afojeſaid Articles meu 
tioned, be, an 18 122 > ads and 1115 
fied, in the Denſe and Intendment following, 
and no other wile (that is to fay) That all the 
Inhabitants, 02 . Reſidents of Limerick, 02 any 
other Garriſon in the Poſſeſſion of the Iriſh, at 
the time of making the ſaid Articles; and all 
Officers and Soldiers then in Arms, under 
any Commiſſion of the late King James, oz 
thoſe Autho2ized by him to Gzant the ſame, in 
the ſeveral Counties of Limerick, Clare, Kerry, 
Cork and Mayo, and all the Commiſſioned Of- 
ficers in the Muarters of His Majeſty, that 
belonged to the Iriſh Regiments then in being 
that were Lreated with, and who Were not 
P:iſoners 'of War, no2 had at any time befoze 
that time Enjoyed the Benefit of P:otections fo 
the Safety of themſelves, oz their Gods and 
Families; which (aid Dfficers have in purſy- 
ance of the ſaid Articles, Returned to Their 
Obedience, and Submitted to His Majeſty, and 
to Her late Majeſty Muetn Mary: Such In⸗ 
havitants, oz Reſidents of Limerick, oz any o⸗ 
ther Garriſon, as afozeſaid ; ſuch Officers and 
Soldiers reſpectively,as afozeſaid, and their, and 
every of their Heirs, hall Hold, Poſſeſs and 
Enjoy, all and every their Eſtates of Fre-hold 
and Inheritance, and all the Rights, Titles, 
and Jntereſts, Pziviledges; and Immunities to 
the ſaid Eſtates of Free-hold and Inheritance 
betonging, Which they, and every, o2 any. of 
them Held, Enjoyed, oz Were B'ghtfully and 
Lawfully Jntituled to, in the Reign of King 


Charles 
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Charles the Second, 02 at any time ünce, by 
the Laws and Statutes that were in Foꝛce in 
the ſaid Reign of King Charles the Second, 
and ſuch Polleſſion as was given the ſaid In⸗ 
habitants, Officers and Soldiers, in whoſe ve- 
halt the ſaid Articles were, as afozeſaid, made, 
of Lands then in his Majeſty's Bands, oz in 
the Hands of His Tenants, by Onder ok the 
then Government under His Majeſty. is as to 
the Poſſeſſion only, and no moꝛe, Confirmed and 
Ratificd by the Autho:ity of this Ac, againſt 
His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſo2s, and all 
ſuch Eſtates of Fre-hold and Inheritance ſhall 
be Freed and Diſcharged; and by the Autho⸗ 
rity of this preſent Ac, are Deelared and Enacted, 
to be, and ſtand Fred and Diſcharged of, and 
from all Arrears of Crown-Rents, Nuit-Rents, 
and other Publick Charges, Incurred, oz be- 
come Due, from, and after the Feaſt of Saint 
Michael the Arch-Angel, in the Pear of our Lo2d, 
One thouſand Sir hund:ed Eighty eight, to the 
Day of the Date of the ſaid Articles. 

Pꝛobided always, and be it Enacted by the 
Authozity afo:eſaid, That this Act, oꝛ any thing 
therein contained, (hall not Extend. oꝛ be Con- 
ſtrued to Extend to a Gant of any new 
Right to the afo:eſaid Perſons, in whole behalf 
the afo:eſaid Articles were made, oꝛ any of them; 
but that the ſame (hall Extend, and be Conſtru⸗ 
ed to Extend to the Keſto:ing the ſaiv Perſons, 
and every of them, to their ſaid Eſtates of 
Free-hold and Inheritance, againſt His Majeſty, 
His Heirs and Duccellos, in as large and ample 
manner as they ſhould have Enjoyed the ſame, 
had they not ben Guilty of the Rebellion, afoze- 
ſaid, and not other wiſe, — in any other man⸗ 


ner 
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ner; neither ſhall this Act Extend, oꝛ be conſtru- 
ed to Extend, to alter oꝛ avoid the Poſſeſſion of 
any ſuch Lands, Tenements, o2 Hereditaments, 
as have been Recovered oz Gained by any other 
of His Majeſty's Subjens, from, oꝛ againſt the 
ſaid perſons in whole behalf the ſaid Articles 
were made, oz any of them, at any time ſince 
the Date of the ſaid Articles, any thing in this 
Act to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity a- 
fo:eſaid, That all and every perlon, and perſons 
Comp!ehended in the laid Second Article, in the 
ſaid Articles mentioned, ſhall have, hold and en⸗ 
jop, all his and their Goods, and Chattels, 
Real and Perſonal, to them oz any cf them, at 
the time of making the ſaid Articles, belonging. 
and which then, oz at that time remained ei⸗ 
ther in their own Hands, oꝛ in the Hands of 
any other perſon oꝛ perſons what locver in Truſt 
foꝛ them, oꝛ fo: the Uſe of them, oꝛ any of them; 
and the ſaid Goods and Chattels, Beal and Þer- 
ſonal, as afo:eſaid, ſhall have, hold and enjoy 
againſt His Majeſty, His Heirs and Duc- 
ceſſo:sS: And as fo!, and concerning all other 
the Goods and Chattels, Real and Perſonal, 
which fozmerlp did belong to, o2 were the Pꝛo⸗ 
priety of any of the ſaid perſons Compꝛehended 
within the ſaid Articles, as afozeſaid, at any 
time befoꝛe the Date of the ſaid Articles, which 
ſaid G9ds and Chattels, Real and Perſonal, 
had ben at any time ſince the Tenth day of 
April, One thouſand Sir hund:ed Eighty nine, 
and bekoze the Date of the ſaid Articles, Sei⸗ 
zed, Sequeſtred, oz by any manner of way 
taken to the uſe of His Majeſty, and Her ſaid 


late Majeſty the Quan, by any Sheriff, 
Eſcheatoz, 
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Eſcheatoꝛ, Commiſſioner, Officer, Civil oꝛ Mi⸗ 
litary, their Miniſters oz: Servants, oꝛ any other 
perſon oꝛ perſons Whatſoever ; and all other the 
Gods and Chactels of the ſaid perſons, which 
were not in their own poſſeſſion, oz in the poſſeſ- 
ſion of any perſon oꝛ perſons,as afoꝛeſaid in Truſt 
fo2 them, at the Day of the making the ſaid Arti- 
cles, the ſame by the Authozity of this Act, ſhall 
be D&@med, Ueſted and Adjudged to be in the actual 
and real poſſeſſion of His Majeſty, without any 
Office oꝛ Inquiſition thereof hereafter to be found 
02 taken. 

Saving to all and every perſon and perſons, 
Bodies⸗Politick and Coꝛpoꝛate, and to their Suc⸗ 
ceſſoꝛs, Executozs Adminilſtrato!s and Alligns, 
and to the Succeſſoꝛs, Exccutozs, Adminiſtratozs, 
and Aſſigns of every of them, other then the 
ſaid perſons in whole behalf the ſaid Articles 
were made, and their Erecuto2s, Adminiſtratozs 
and Aſligns, Claiming /any thing in the ſaid 
Goods and Chattels, real and Perſonal o2 any 
part thereof, as Erecuto!s, Adminiſtratoꝛs, oz 
Aſſigns of the ſaid perſons, in whoſe behalf 
the laid Articles were made, o2 any of them, 
and all and every other perſon oz perſons Clat- 
ming, 92 having any thing in the ſaid Geode 
and Chattels, Real 02 Perſonal, as afozeſaid, 
Seized, Sequeſtred, oz by any manner of way 
taken to the uſe of His Majeſty, as afo:e- 
laid, to the uſe ok the Perſons in Whoſe be- 
half the ſaid Articles were made, oꝛ any of them, 
oz to the ule of any of their Erecutozs and Ad- 
miniftrato2s; all ſuch Right, Title, Intereſt, 
Poſſeſſion. Uſe, Action and Means to recover the 
ſame. whatſoever, which they oz any of them had, 
oz ought to have, in che Pꝛemiſes, oz any part 

1405 , {hereof 
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thereof, againſt the ſaid perſons, in whole be- 
half the ſaid Articles were made, oꝛ any of them, 
in as large and ample manner to all intents 
and purpoſes, as if this Ast had never ben 
had 02 made, oz any thing Herein contained to 
the contrary notwitſtanding. 

Pꝛovided always, That this Act, o2 any thing 

therein contained, ſhall not extend to avoid any 
G2ant oz Gzants at any time heretokoꝛe made 
by His Majeſty, and the late Queen (ok blefſed 
Memozy ) o2 by His Majeſty of any ſuch Gods 
and Chatties, Keal oz Perſonal, hereby intend⸗ 
ed to be Ueſted in His Majeſty, as afozeſaid, 
but that ſuch Gꝛant and Gzants reſpectively ſhall 
be and remain in fuch Fozce and Ettect, as if 
this Act had not been made. 
Piꝛovided always, and be it Enacted by the 
Authoꝛity afozeſaid, That no perſon o2 perſons 
ſhall be conſtrued, to be reſtozed within the In⸗ 
tent and Meaning of the ſaid Articles, oꝛ of this 
Act, who at the time of their hearingtheir reſpective 
Claims to the Benefit of the ſaid Articles, ſhall 
neglect 02 refuſe to take the Daths of Fidelity to 
His Majeſty, mentioned in the ſaid Articles; 
no: to reſtoze ſuch who at the time of making 
of the laid Articles, was, 02 were out of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, 

Except ſuch perſons as are Compꝛtzed in the 
Fourth Article of the ſaid Articles, made foz 
the late Surrender of Limerick, which ſaid per- 
ſons,in the ſaid Fourth Article Compaized, ſhall 
have the Benefit of the ſaid Second Article, in 
ſuch manner and fozm as in and by this Ac 
is, as afo:elaid, Declared, and no other wile. 

Pzovided the ſaid perſons in the ſaid Fourth 
Article, named, reſpeCively did return — 

within 
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within the ſpace of Eight Months, from the 
Date of the ſaid Articles, and. have within 


that time Submitted to the Government ok Hts 
Majelty, and Her late Majeſty the 55 Queen; 
and allo within that time taken the Path of Al⸗ 
legiance to His Majeſty, and Her late Majesty 
the Mun. wt 
We it further Enacted by the Authozity afoze= 
ſaid, That all Merchants, oꝛ reputed Merchants, 
Inhabitants of the Town of Limerick, oꝛ of a 
other Garifon which at the time of makin 95 
ſaid Articles, was poſſefſed by the iriſh, oz of an 
Town oz Place in the Counties of Clare 
Kerry, who were abſent beyond the Deas, an 
that have not been in Arms lince the Deckarati 
made by His Majeſty, and Her late Majeſty 
Nutgn Mary, in February, One thou ſand Sir hun⸗ 
dꝛed Eighty eight, ſhall have the Benefit of the 
Second Article, in manner and koꝛm 1 
Declared, in as large and ample manner, as 
{uch Merchants, oꝛ reputed Merchants, had bern 
pꝛelent at the making of the ſaid Articles. 
Pꝛovided ſuch Merchants, oz reputed Mer⸗ 
chants, did repair into this King dom within the 
ſpace ot Eight Months f:om the Date of the ſaid 
Articles, and ſubmitted Himſelf, oz themſelves 
to His Majeſty, and Her lats Majeſty's Govern- 
ment. 0 
And be it Enacked by the Authozity afozeſaid, 
That all and üngular the perſons already Ad⸗ 
judged, 02 that ſhall hereafter be Adjudged to 
have been Compzized Within the Second and 
Third Articles, of the afo:eſaid Articles of Li⸗ 
merick, ſhall from hencefo:th be dermed and ta⸗ 
ken to be, as toany Pꝛoſecution, in the Name and 
Behalf of His Pajelty, _ of Her late Mafeſtp, 
or 
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02 in the Name and ſhort of His Pajeſty, His 
Deirs; and Duecelozs, fully and abſolutely Par- 
doned by the alba of this Act, of ail Attain- 
ders oz Dut-Lawries in this Kingdom, had 02 
done, foz. all Treaſons, Wiſpziſions of Treaſons, 
Pzemunires, Felonies, LTreſpaſles and other 
Crimes oꝛ Mildemeanoꝛs whatſoever, by them, 
oz any of them, committed oꝛ done ſince the be⸗ 
2 of the Reign of the late King James, to 
the Third Day of October One thouſaud Six 
hundꝛed Ninety one. F 
And be it further Enacted by che Authozity 
afo:eſaid, That from and after the Expiration 
of, Two Pears, to be computed from the Firſt 
Day of September One thouſand Sir hundzed 
Ninety ſeaven, no perſon o: perſons wharſcever, 
ſhall be Adjudged, Deemed, 02 takeu to be Inti⸗ 
tuled to, oꝛ have the Benellt of the laid Articles, 
who ſhall not be adjudged Within that tinie to be 
Compꝛehended therein. | 

And whereas ſome Queſtions oz Doubts have 
ariſen, koz, and concerning the time of the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion, oz War in this King- 
dom, 2Be it Enacted by the Authozity aforeſaid, 
That the ſaid Rebellion, o: War, is hereby De- 
clared to have begun upon the Tenth Day of 
April, One thouſand Six hundzed Eighty nine, 
the ſame being the Day limitted to the ſaid Re- 
bells and Lraytozs by His Majeſtp, and Her 
late Pajeſty's Declaration, in February One 
thouſand Sir hundzed Eighty eight for the ſaid 
Rebells and Traytozs laying down of their 
Arms, and accepting of Their latd Majelties 
Grace and Mercy, on the Terms in che ſaiv De- 
claration propoſed. 

And that no perſon or perſons whatſoever, 
already 
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alrtadp adjudged, oz that ſhall be Hereafter ad⸗ 
judged, to be CTompꝛehended in the fozegoing Ar- 
ticles, ſhall be Sued, Moleſted, oz Pmpleaded at 
to the Sute of any Party oꝛ Parties whatſoever, 
fo: any Trelpaſſes by the ſaid perſons, as afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid Compztzed, committed 62 done any time 
fince the ſaid Tenth of April One thouſand Sir 
hundzed Eighty nine, and befoze the Date of the 
ſaid Articles, foz any Arms, Hoꝛles. Money, 
Gods, Chattels, Merchandizes, o: P;oviſions 
whatſoever, by them ſeized o2 taken at any time 
after the ſaid Tenth Day if April One thou⸗ 
ſand Sir hundzed Cighty nine, and befoze the 
Date of the ſaid Articles; and no perſon 02 per⸗ 
ſons Whatſoever, in the Second o: Third Arti- 
cles Compzized, ſhall be Sued, Impleaded, oz 
made accountable foz the Rents o; Meſne-rates 
of any Lands, Tenements, oꝛ Houſes by him oz 
them received oꝛ enjoyed in this Kingdom, ſince 
the ſaid Tenth Day of April One thouſand 
Sir hundzed E'ghty nine, to the Day of the 
Date of the ſaid Articles, no: fo2 any Waſts 
o Treſpaſs, by him oꝛ them committed in any 
ſuch Lands, Tenements cz Houſes, lince the 
ſaid Lenth Day of April One chouſand Sr hun⸗ 
died Eighty nine, and betoze the Date of the ſaid 
Articles. 

And whereas it is neceſſary that a time be 
limitted foz the b:inging of the ſaid privat A⸗ 
tions, fo2, 02 on account of ſuch Wrongs, In⸗ 
juries and Treſpaſles, as atfozeſaid, comnutted oz 
done by any perſon oꝛ perſons Compzehended, oꝛ 
Claiming the 25eneiit of the ſaid Articles ſince the 
ſaid Fifth Day of November One thonſand Sir 
hundzed Eighty eight, to the ſaid Tenth Dap of 
April One thouſand Sir hundzed Eighty nine.

ter the expiration of the ſaid Pear, any Law 0: 
Statute to the contrary notwithſtanding.
